Nuclear Agency Divided on Issue 


U.S. Allows Some Uranium Exports to India

WASHINGTON, July ὁ (WP). 
—In ἃ split decision, the 103. 


“ Nuclear Regulatory Commission 


has authorized the export of 
about nine tons of uraniym to 
India but delayed a larger ship- 
ment pending 2 hearing on 
tighter safeguards over India’s 
stockpiling of material suitable 
for nuclear explosives. 

NEC Chairman Marcus Rowden 
led the majority-in the 3-to-l 
vote. 

India, in Mar, 1974, became the 
sixth member of the nuclear club 
when it conducted “a peaceful 
nuclear explosion experiment.” 

Mr. Rowden said the NRC ac- 
tion is “2 clear messaze” to India 
that the United States is going 
to examine “very, very carefully” 
the adequacy of controls on In- 
dia’s stockpiles of plutonium, pro- 
cessed from U.S. fuel. Plutonium 
4s readily converted into nuclear 
explosives, for peaceful or mili- 
tary use. 

NRC Commissioner Victor 
Gilinsky bluntly expressed “my 
Jack of confidence that genuinely 
effective safeguards will be 2p- 
plied to the plutonium produced 
in U.S.supplied” fuel for India’s 
nuclear reactors at Tarapur. Mr. 
Gilinsky said “India, played wit: 
words in the past” about its 
nuclear policy and may do so 
again. 

Rep. Clarence Long.. D-Md., 
said, “E am outraged and depres- 
ted” by the decision of the NRC. 

Rep. Long said, “We are reward- 
ing what has to be regarded as 
Sheer orneriness” by India, after

Tt “would be desirable,” the 
commission concluded, "for the 
Department of State to explorc” 
with India “steps which would 
provide for the repurchase by the 
United States of the irradiated 
fuel discharged from” ‘Tarapur. 

"Ἢ we let the Indians reprocess” 
spent fuel to extract plutonium, 
Mr. Gilinsky said, “how can we 
say that the Pakistanis can't re- 
process?” 

Mr. Gilinsky noted that Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
testified in 1974 that “the Indian 
explosion . . . has focused the issue 
very sharply and we are going to 
make a major attempt over the 
next year to get this problem 
under control.”

EANINs no harm to the Founders—or the Pramers, as we call 

them when we are feeling particularly grand—I take my Bicen- 
tenmial text fram “Huckleberry Finn.” It was written at mid-point 
™m the mad American adventure in self-government, and it 18 as 
‘apt a metaphor today as 1t was then for our continuing. accident- 
Prone struggle to tind personal freedom and political order and social 
equity in a vast land with a shortage of common history and a 
superabundance cf incompatible paris. 

ἊΣ were listening, of course, to Huck Finn's father—Pap—surely 
one of the most reprehensible figures in our literature and one of 
the most durable aud prophetic. Note his well-cultivated sense of 
grievance, of what we shculd nowadays call “powerlessness"—a feeling 

5 te which everyone in cur time seems to be laying disconsolate claim. 
] 
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Note where he thinks all power and blame reside: the “govment,” 
and note how he views his own unreasonable demands on it as—what 
, @lse?— “rights,” waile regarding the rights of that uppity, polyglot 
“Nigger” as un msupportable encroachment on his own. Greedy, 
=, drunk, destroyed, Pap finally floats dowuriver. dead and horribly 
alone in the shell of a house that was set awash by a flood. 
4nd meanwhile Huck survives—just. The elements, natural and 
1 gpocial, are against hiis. It takes every ounce he's got of ingenuity, 
irreverence and crit to stay free and alive in the world of cornmercial 
ul hokum, grabby authority, fakery and plain meanness through which 
" he paddies and lies his was. But his is a story of personal and 
Political liberation. Te liberates himself from an oppressive past

T was 170 years after the first president offered the new nation 
these parting words of advice about its proper roje in the world, 
and the scene was a U.S. Special Forces camp called Soui Da, not 
far from Tay Ninh Ctty on the edge of the heavily jungled War 
Zone Ο in South Vietnam. There, 10,000 miles from American shores, 
the First Division of the U.S. Army was doing its faithful best to 
carry out an American foreign policy which violated just about 
every principle George Washington had laid down. In the course 
of cne day, Maj. Gen. William DePuy had lifted two battalions of the 
famous Big Req One into jungle clearings for the sole and simple 
purpose of enticing enemy troops to close in and attack, the better 
to kill them with artillery. mortars, machinegun fire and jet bombers 

armed with napaim. τ 

It was, in the worlds of the late Stewart Alsop, “the strategy 
of the tethered goat"; no territory was at stake, no permanent 
Ἢ position sought. As the evening descended, a unit of South Vict- 
nf: namese troops performed—raggediy—the ceremonial drill of lowering 
ΑΕ the colors to the traditional accompaniment of the bugle call 
“Retreat.” The U.S. generals were back in their command tent, 
poring over battle maps. Outside, in the long grass. Medevac heli- 
eopters were landing casualties; the newly dead were stretched out, 
P ponchos loosely thrown over them, awaiting identification. The opera- 
tion, by its own standards, was pronounced a success. 

Only the handful of newsmen looking on seemed to believe 
that, even so, the long-term prognosis was poor. My own account 
of the day's events included: 

“The question raised at Soui Da 15 not whether the techniques 
are sound or expertly executed. The real question, perhaps wnan- 
awerable, is whether the United States will not become more than ever 
the indispensable support and savior of South Vietnam, while Ameri- 
τ tan staying power erodes at home. 

If you will recall, 1986 was the vear of the Manila Conference, 
when President Lyndon Johnson assembled the prime ministers of 
those few Asian allies who professed to be supporting our Vietnam 
effort. It was the year of the “coonskin on the wall,” of mounting 
exhortations and well-orchestrated optimusm. It was the year of 
“attrition”: if enough North Vietnamese were slaughtered, Hanoi 
τ would give up. That was not Just the view of Gen. Westmoreland, 

or Secretary of State Dean Rusk or Secretary of Defense Robert 
MacNamara or Johnson himseli. Up in Cambridge, Henry Kissinger. 
who would later inhent the Victnam war and struggle with it for 
six long bloody years (mm the Nixon administration), told a visitor 
in January, 1967, how little he thought of the negotiating initiative 
that had been worked out at Manila—an initiative predicated on 
the belief that the United States and its allies were dealing from 
strength. "It is idiotic to talk about negotiations if we are really 
. perious,” Kissinger sald. “The only thing we are doing that is 

positive, that puts pressure on the enemy, is killing Viet Cong... 
we would have to stop Killing Viet Cong during negotiations and 

right then we would lose the only bargaining counter we have." 
“Nine years later, in the spring of 1975, most of the kilimg in 
Indochina was being done by the North Vietuamese. U.S. combat 
forces had long since departed, and the Army of South Vietnam 
was. in ignominious headlong flight, abandoning its arms, clawing 
its way past civilians to board evacuation flights. Finally, on April 30, 
the last American helicopters lumbered off the roof of the U.S. 
Embassy in Saigon, with the remnants of the U.S. Mission and 
2 Marine tear guard. The triumphant North Viernamese first shelled 
the city at will, then marched into it unopposed. 

For the first time m this 199 years of history, the United Slates 
bad lost a war. Or so it was sald by those who believed in iL 
“Sut that was not the worst of it if you believed, ax many did, 

' that it was never our war to win or lose; that the struggle in Vietnam 

was a Vietnamese affair; that the United States with all the 
4 resources at. its command cotild not ordain the owtcome because 
i ¥t could not artificially endow the South Vietnamese with the 
" * essential ingredients—a sense of themselves. a resolve, 8 com- 
petence—to match the tenacity and the ascipline of the North 
Vietnamese. For those who believed that this was the central flaw 
in US. policy—the fatal departure from tist principles—the real 
tragedy Was not just what we were doing to the Vietnamese on 
both sides ‘but in what we were doing to ourselves, at home, in our 
20 atraining to win the unwinnable. The worst part of it was not the 
ms overreaching sim of policy in Vietnam but the consequent abuses 
Tt of our own democratic processes, the suppression of dissent, the 
ynanipulation of public opinion. the denial of informed’ public par- 
ticipation in the poli , that we succumbed to, it was always 
aid, on behalf of our own freedom and security. Fi 

To put it in the Orwellian idiom of Vietnam, we were destroying 

stem rder to save it. 
me Four coment had ἃ hand bi it: Nixon. Johnson. Kennedy, 

ind Eisenhower to far lesser extent. Each helped shape and solidify 
the American commitment to South Vietnam of which our progres- 
sively deeper involvement was a logical consequence. Each partici- 

ted to greater or lesser degree in the continuing shell game that 
μη ed the country into the war br calculated. semiconcealed incre- 
ee inereases in the quantity and character of our contribution 


a mini-community of interest and affection. It is the under- 
pinning of both their freedom. “Huckleberry Finn” remains the 
quintessential story of America—200 years to the day after Henry the 
Eighth threw all the tea into Boston Harbor, or was it. Marie Anioi- 
nette serving cake at Valley Forge? 

‘Those are in the first place, for most Americans, somebody else's 
ancestors—those fancy Dans with powdered hair and silken breeches, 
déclazing their independence and speaking (as we suppose) in Arthur 
Treacher accents, I used to think this was too bad, that Jt creat- 
ed a hustorical foundation for this country that was too tenuous, 
remote and inorganic, one that people—in the modern barbarism 
—couldn’s really “relate’ to. But I have changed my mind. 
Tt occurred to me that given the brevity of our existence as 
a nation and the tremendous internal strains we bave had to endure 
with our growth, it was probably as well that circumstance had 
bathed our comparatively recent origins in a kind of instant, illusory 
yrandtur snd sense of distance—18th-century Philadelphia a5 
Vathalla; George Washington as King Arthur; Thomas Jefferson as 
Zeus, As others set around their campfires hearing legends of their 
destiny and biood, so we gather at the tube because tonight they 
are going to tell ws some more about the Adams family. 

‘Whether we got here in 1920 or 1840 or 1612, the Adamses are 
our progenitors. And whether or not we are students who can 
move with ease through the documents—Barbury v. Madison, 
Federalist 10—we are awestruck. and rightly so, by the legacy of 
these strange, borrowed and larger-than-life ancestors. It is anti- 
authoritarian, intinitely adaptable and humane, as reliable ἃ set of 
principles as has yet neen fashioned to govern the relations among 
people and between the people and the state. It is something to 
which Barbera Jordan and Leon Jaworski and Walter Flowers and 
Peter Rocino—to take but one immigrant mix—can repair. And it 
15. something that Huck, good old paradigmatic ignoramus, could 
appreciate, intuit. . 

My potnt is that we are a preposterous invention, a sort of Brasilia 
among nations, and that this intuitive feeling for what is central 
and indispensable to our democratic values—a downright subversive 
anti-authority. anti-pretension streak and an understanding that our 
compact must be first and foremost social, with the appropriate 
statutes and forms to flow from that—is what has helped us to beat 
the odds and also to redeem those crimes we have committed against 
each other and against other peoples. Consider it. If someone had 
given you the recipe for 20th-century America 200 years ago. you 
would have thrown it out. Racially, culturally. we should by now 
be Lebanon writ large. Economically, we should be a continent 
of jealous, competitive nation-states, only now beginning to wonder 
whether we should not be moving toward a customs union or even 
a common market—Amerodollars—with the misty dream of a United 
States to foliow ... seme day. And politically. were we to be neither 
of the above, we should, by every known measure, have been obliged 
by now to become a centrally directed, semi-totalitarian state. 

But here we sre—still fighting with each other, still flinging 
around the rhetorical bull about our exemplary virtue, still resenting 
the hell out of our own apparent individual (or corporate or class) 
“powerlessness” and the other fellow’s apparently unfair advantage, 
still milkmg the Treasury for every dime we can get (mine is a 
rebate. yours is a subsidy. his is a dole), and yet still thinking 
of ourselves as “we” and still finding ourselves capable of producing 
great democratic surprises. We are part Huck and part Pap and, say 
what you will about us, we represent modern history's Most interest- 
ing and improbable accident. 

One need not be too romantic about %: wagglers of the bomb, 
polluters of the air. would-be assassins of other people's leaders, 
world history's firat chewers of bubble-gum., we are not all that beau- 
ἐπ to behold in every aspect, and there are those amtiong us who 


to the war effort, and then stubbornly and senselessly protracted it. 

Where did we go wrong? How could we bave departed so fun- 
damentaily from first principles? Granted an ingrained, traditional 
American sense of mission on behalf of a better way of life—a spirit 
that enabled Woodrow Wilson to convert World War I into a crusade 
to make the world “safe for democracy,” and encouraged John 
Kennedy to take as his great goal a world made “safe for diversity"— 
how could Americans have allowed their noblest impulses to be 
played upon for so long, and in so many ignoble ways in a losing 
cause? There has been, or so it seems to me, an unnatural and 
disquieting reluctance even ἰὼ ask. Is it because the extent of the 
Vietnam tragedy—with all its implications for future policy—has 
been too much to absorb in so short a time? Or is it because our 
first loss of a war was overshadowed by the even greater trauma 
of our first loss of a president by resignation in disgrace? 

Never mind. Americans ought to be asking these questions in 
the reflective, self-analytic atmosphere of 2 Bicentennial. Still more 
should they be challenging’ the conventional wisdom with respect 
to this country's foreign policy ἐπ᾿ ἃ presidential election year when 
the ruins of past policies lie before us, in Southeast Asia and 
in the deepening inroads of the Communist parties in Europe. When 
bave we been more in need of a new definition of our international 
interests and our proper role in the world? 5 

It ought to be emphasized right here that the counsel offered 
by our first president was somewhat extreme—that it could not be 
expected to fit the circumstances, 180 years later, of a world shrunken 
by modern commumications, transformed by new technology, suffused 
by new nations and swelling populations, rapidly exhausting its 
supplies of food and other resources, and terrorized by the shared 
capacity of its two great powers to destroy each other with nuclear 
arms. But it was surely not as extreme for its own time as was 
our Vietnam policy for its time: by and large, George Washington's 
principles, realistically interpreted, served us well for at least the 
first hundred years. 

Founding Fathers’ Principles 

Nor were these principles George Washington's alone. ‘They were 
shared by others among the Founding Fathers; Jefferson's first 
inaugural recommended “peace, commerce, and honest friendship 
with all nations—entangling relationships with none.” And this 
prudent approach to foreign involvement derived, in turn, from the 
sense most early American settlers had of themselves from the start. 
“The promise of financial rewards and the belief in the possibility 
and necessity of constructing 8, more perfect social order ‘were the 
two motives which led people to embark on the dangerous voyage 
to the New World," writes Felix Gilbert, historian and professor, 
im a book entitled “To the Farewell Address” which attempts to 
tell us what George Washington really had in mind. What the 
founders of the new nation had in mind, Gilbert argues. was world 
leadership largely by example: “Americans expected that the appear- 
ance of their country on the diplomatic would be instrumental 
m effecting a uew departure in international relations and would 
usher in a new and better world.” Thus was born, at the outset, 
a sense of mission on a global scale, an almost divine obligation 
to make the world a better place—but not by the arbitrary imposition 
οἵ our way of Ufe upon others, and still less by force of arms. 
The idea—or concelt?—-was that the self-evident appeal of our own 
Utopia would by itself impel others to imitate it..Commerce, of 
course, was central to early American foreign policy—perhaps the 
only important aspect. Freedom of the seas therefore was a vital 
consideration. But the early Americans were sufficiently aware of, 
and remote from, the power struggles of Europe to be exceedingly 
wary of conventional treaties and political dealings. There was, in 
short, no need for a global, doctrinaire approach to forelgn policy. 
We would lead by the example of the American way. 

That, in general, was the first principle and it is undeniably 
a fact that long before we bad heard of Pleiku or Bien Hoa 
or Da Nang or Soul Da, it had been put through some considerable 
etrains in the Philippines, ia Cube, in Panama, and in other 
temporarily adopted spheres of American influence along the way. 
Some form or another.of jingolsm is no stranger to American 
public life. Before Richard Νίσου and Lyndon Johnson and Barry 
Goldwater and Ronald Reagan there was, to take just one example, 
Senator Albert Beveridge, who addressed the American interest 
in the Philippines in 1900 in terms that make Ronald Reagan, 
in his disquisitions on the Panama Canal in the spring of: 1976, 
sound like a thoughtful student of foreign affairs. “The Philippines 
are ours forever,” Beveridge proclaimed at one point in a Senate 
debate. “They are not capable of self-sovernment. How could 
they be? They are not of a self-governing race." 


The Purpose of a Fate 
And again: 


“It is ours to seb the world tts example of mght and. honor. 
We cannot fly from our world duties; it 15 ours to execute the 
Purpose of a fate that has driven us to be greater than our amall 
intentions. We cannot retreat from any soil where Providence has 
uniuried our banner...” 

Now that, of course. was a departure from first principles. 
But it was in no way the same sort of departure from a wider 
collection of principies that marked the conduct of the Vietnam war. 
In the case of Vietnam, the difficulty of defending an unpopular 
and scarcely acknowledged crusade for “freedom” impelleq a suc- 
cession of administrations to engage in practices which made a 
mockery of the American “Utopia” and directly led to the constitu- 
tional crisis and the aitendant crimes that came to be lumped 
logether in the aingle word, Watergate. 

As the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence Activities and 
the Rights of Americans was careful to record in the spring of 1976. 
wiretapping, mail opening. surveillance, and other invasions of 
Privacy and denials of civil liberty were not unique to the Nixon 
administration. Presidents .iohnson and Kennedy both Yesorted to 
similar practices to suppress dissent and investigate the origins of

hold that, in any event, on our 200th birthday we ‘are neither 
particularly good nor particularly free. What is a poor black slum 
child free to do? ΟΣ a Kanawha Coutty parent who must yield up 
ius cluid's values and ming to the vagaries of the state?.. What 
is so free about Jahn Q. Voter whose perceptions are continually being 
manipulated by the poltical slicksters and admen and whose govern- 
ment, once elected, hares off after things he doesn’t approve of— 
and often doesn’t even know about? Exploitation, maniputation. 
the indifference of the majority to the minorify’s anguish and the 
insensitivity of the overblown, self-aggrandizing state—for every 
egregious manifestation of any of these we finally deal with, another 
seems to blossom in its place. ᾿ Η 

So we dally with extreme or ridiculous “solutions,” swinging 
back and forth on that great national brass pendulum that once in 
8 while, in swinging, gives some national vaine we truly cherish a 
terrific clonk on the side of the head The rights of the idividual 
versus the will of the majority (and its duly authorized agent, the 
state)—in their uglier all-out forms these become anarchy versus 
tyranny, riot versus repression, and we, for our sins, have seen plenty 
of both m our lifetimes as well as in ow past. But J am more 
interested here in the ordinary, workaday expressions of our impa-. 
tence and despair and our sturdy, if misplaced, belief that somehow, 
somewhere there is the perfect piece of legislation or social-scientific 
truth or philosophical formulation that can get the damned thing 
working right and forever, Hke 2 coffee-table gyroscope. - το 

Come of the things we repar to are simply silly. We have, for 
example, crafted something we cali a federal campaign reform sct 
by way of repeniing our recent political sins and it turns out to be 
little more than a great wet knot of unworkable and anti-democratic 
provisions, good for strangling a cat, perhaps, but next to useless as 
an instrument of political freedom and justice.“ Others are sinister, 
pointless, elitist, brutal or just plain dumb. There are sothe, on 
the lefL, among us who want to rig the game so as to determine 
the outcome im advance. amd there are others, on the right, who 
want to do away with the rules altogether, which 15 another way 
of rigging it to thelr advantage. 

Idiom of Freedom 

~ All use the idiom of freedom and democracy in defense of their 
Propositions, never mind that these would be the death of both. We 
will “liberate” you by assigning you to your rightful rank and 
station, the outcome fixers’ argument goes; we will calculate that 
place to the nearest tenth of a point on our trusty sex-race-religion~ 
or-national-origin computer, and order it up by government fiat— 
don't worry, you'll get yours, no more, no less. Oh no, comes the 
reply: what you want is to be set “free” to compete with the beasts 
who are twice your size in the jungle and who have already torn 
off your limbs—who knows, with a Utile of that old spunk and get- 
‘up-and-go, you may grow up to be a conglomerate. 

X do not mean to suggest that we-are unique in the profound 
intelectual confusion we bring to the subject of the righ} relationship 
between social justice (and its cousin, material well-being) and 
political freedom. One need only cast one’s eye around the world 
to know thet. ‘You will see what happens, in time, to the greedy 
hierarchs at the hands of mob, And you will also see the weak- 
ness in that proposition whi that freedom is a meaningless 
bauble, a luxury that can ΠῚ be afforded in nations which must have 
as their first priority the material improvement of their masses. 

Americans know that political freedom can be—must be--made 
@ goad to material betterment and enlarged opportunity in our 
society. They know the two are not mutually exclusive and, at least 
as important, that netther are they the same thing, that wealth 
alone can stifle and confine and deaden the spirit. So generally at 
the lest minute we tend to reject the folks on white horses, the 
people who promise once-and-for-all fixes that will rearrange the 


disorders arising from the civil rights movement. But 1% remains αὶ 
fact that there would have been no Watergate without Vielnam— 
without, in other words, the necessity for Richard Nixon to cover up 
ἃ bizarre burglary of the Democratic party headquarters for fear 
% would lead io disclosure of his infamous private para-police force. 
the so-called Plumbers, whose creation, in turn, was in direct re- 
sponse to Nixon's perceived need to identify and silence the critics 
of Vietnam policy.

There is a terrible irony in what Americans were doing to Amer- 
fcans at home while they were devastating 2 tiny nation thousands 
of miles away in the name of freedom and national -security. At 
home. the system by which the nation came to life—the system 
Proudly proclaimed as a model for all mankind—was being secretly 
rbused by a handful of frightened leaders who could not bear dissent 
in this instance, even while loudly upholding the right ‘to dissent as 
a general principle. The depth of the is amply documented 
in a vatuable book by F. Μ Kail, called * Wi Said” 
At the end of October, 1965, Mr. Kail reports, presidential Press Sec- 
retary Bul Moyers asserted. “The right of the minority to disagree 
with policy is unquestioned.” On February 23, 1966, President John- 
son himself reaffirmed that principle: “In these last days there 
have been questions about what we're doing in Vietnam and’ these 
questions have been answered loudly and clearly for every citizen 
to see and hear. The strength of America can never be sapped by 
discussion, and we have no better nor stronger tradition than ‘open 
debate.” Even as these words were being uttered, it: now seems 
safe to assume, dissident senators. critical commentators: and war 
protesters were being placed under survelllance—their telephones 
tapped, thei mail intercepted, their’ private lives explored. 

And this was perhaps the least intolerable of the strains to 
which the U.S. constitutional system was put as a consequence of 
our foreign policy in the Vietnam years. Even more fundamental 
was the calculated failure even to inform the public, let alone 
actually seek its strong support for a limited, unconventional, 
open-ended war effort for which the American people might .be 
asked to furnish the men and the money, indefinitely. In 1964, 
the Tonkin Resolution, providing almost limitless war-making 
authority to the executive, was muscled through Congress in 5 
carefully generated atmosphere of high crisis and with explicit 
assurances fram the Johnson administration that it had no thought 
of doing precisely what i knew it would have to do if its strategy 
of “graduated response” did not work out exactly as planned. 

Manipulating Public Opinion 

By the fall of 1967, the Johnson administration embarked on 
8 studied campaign to manipulate public opinion by presenting the 
war as 8. winning proposition. All hands, from Wali W. Rostow 
in the White House to Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker and Gen. 
Wulam Westmorland in Saigon, were enlisted in this effort and 
the large expectations generated by the public speeches and the 
furtive leaking of “progress reports” (not for attribution) were 
very directly responsible for the shattering collapse of public con- 
fidence in Vietnam policy that followed the Tet offensive in 
early 1968. ᾿ 7 

You would suppose that some lessons would immediately suggest 
‘themselves—lessons from the Vietnam experience that might help 
define the outer reaches of a sound and prudent U.S. role in world 
affairs. And there were some, in fact, who read. some lessons at 
the time. By the middle 19606, Walter Lippmann, Arthur Schles- 
inger and others were warning of the dangers of false analogies 
~to Munich, to Cyechoslovakia, to Hitler—that were so loosely 
invoked im support of our war effort. Others were making the 
central potnt that no successful foreign policy could be conducted 
ina democracy without some measure of broad public approval, 
sufficient in its depth and breadth to make tolerable some measure 
of public dissent. Sen. William Fulbright cautioned at about the 
same time against the intoxication of power: “A great nation is 
peculiarly susceptible to the idea that its power is 8 ‘sign of..God's 
Yavor, conferring upon τὸ ἃ. special responsibility for other nations 
—to make them richer and happier and wiser, to remake them, 
that is, in tts own shining image. Power confuses itself with 
virtue and tends also to take itself for omnipotence... Even among 
the policymakers there were some whose misgivings proved extra- 
ordmarily prescient. Under-Secretary of State George’ Ball was 
one who warned consistently against deepening involvement, arguing 
that America’s real security interests lay elsewhere. Long’ after 
his own role in the war was ended, in October, 1973, McGeorge 
Bundy saw 2a principal lesson: “The history of the: Vietnam war, 
Properly understood, will testify not to the dangers of excessive 
presidential power but to the perils of secretiveness.” 

But the men at the center of power and at the very top did 


pot read the lesson then, for their eyes were on ἃ monolithic 


Communist menace and none wanted to be the “first president 


‘to lose a war.” And they did not read it even when the cause 


was plainly lost. To give together the ‘fragile terms of the cease. 
Gre at the beginning of 1973, President Nixon actually promised, 
1a @ private message to President Nguyen Van Thieu, ἃ return 
to the use 0] American force in the event thatthe North ‘Viet- 
namese broke the truce. As Congress quickly demonstrated by 
foreclosing further militery support to Saigon by law, there was 


not the slightest hope that the American public would have sup- . 


Ported such a step. Yet even in the face of the congressional 


action, Secretary of Defense James Sclilesinger was later threst-. 


ening something that sounded remarkably like a resumption of 
American bombing to halt a developing North Vietnamese offensive. 
Right up until those fing! days of Saigon's. agony, President Ford 
was piling still more chips on the table by the manner’ in which 
he described the damage to U.S. prestige and influence that would 
ba done the world over by Seigun’s, at that point, inevitable: defeat. 
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forms in 8 that will end-our agony at having constantly to be 
weighing ἀπά choosing. among the claims of social justice, personal 
freedom and civil ee Gee ta oe we ane τὰ 8 aL 
obsessed, always. figuring that one more law, or ou , 
bring the millennium, or one more board or commission or referen- 
dum or public hearing. We are caught in the grip of a love-hate 
relationship with our. government endlessly . fussing with 
our charters and our by-laws-and endlesly, Uke Pap, feeling 
agerieved and disappointed at the predictable result: If Thomas 
defferson was so smart, why are we in this mess? 

oa National Instinct 

_ Dd yet, I believe some national instinct, born in part of a 
common knowledge of how close we are always dancing to political. 
cultural and economic chaos, seems to draw us back from potential 


liberality: We know that our individual pride and vitality and ca- 
pacity to survive rest on some gevieral conception of fairness, some 
Tight relationship to the other folks on the raft.

Fathers had in mind. You will have noted their emphasis 
on commerce. Today's American commercial involvement in the 
world almost by itself guarantees an active interest and engagement. 
in foreign policy. Still more so do the enormous challenges of 
the coming years which have given rise to the new and growing 
talk of “interdependence” to deal with the mind-boggling problems 
of population and food and dwindling natural resources and environ- 
mental hazards that some theorists believe will one day force rich 
and poor nations alike into a necessary common enterprise to work 
out their ‘very survival, And finally, of course, there is a threat 
from the Soviet Union; there is a contest between two profoundly 
different societies, each entirely capable of destroying the other, 
each persuaded that its own system holds the best hope for mankind. 
The point made with such tremendous force by Vietnam, however. 
is that in this contest there is more than one way for Americans 
to lose the freedoms that were handed down to us in Philadelphia. 
We could on the one hand, and at worst, be encircled, worn down. 
perhaps even ‘subverted in the end by hostile and ‘totalitarian forces 
In the name of communism. But we could equally be so fearful 
οἵ this prospect, so confident of our own power and the shining 
Tightness of our cause that in its defense we would adopt methods 
and practices that would in time subvert us from within. 

It is not the purpase here to draw fine lines—merely to suggest 
. that lines must be drawn, and to note that they have been in 
the past. Vietnam aside, I have been an intent eyewitness to 
bits and pieces of several American interventions overseas: in World 
War Ii (as ἃ brief combatant), which was a stark necessity: as 
8 reporter on the scene of U.S. troop landings in the Dominican 
‘Republic and m Lebanon, which did more good than harm; as an 
aghast observer from a distance of the Bay of Pigs. which was 
@N UWNmlitipated disaster, but mercifully brief. And we have all 
watched the United States stand idiy by when the risks were too 
- high of the stakes too low.. The United States did not challenge 
Soviet “aggression” at the time of Hungary in 1956, or Czecho- 
slovakia in 1968—or the Chinese rape of Tibet. We did step up 
to the challenge in Korea but we did not push our luck—for all 
our strong sympethies—in a succession of crises involving Berlin 
and East Germany. ‘The point is that we have exercixed choices 
in the past, and can do ao again. “T think there is a stoppme 
point between globalism and isolationism,” Lippmann wrote. in a 
critique of Vietnam policy in 1965. “The test of statesmanship is 
to find those stopping points and to act accordingly." 


Adams on. U.S. Role 


So much for relatively contemporary events. In a Bicentennial 
yeer one ought to reach back. I can find no better reading of the 
lesson of the Vietnam war than something John Quincy Adams had 
ἴο say about America’s role in the world: 

" “Whenever the standard of freedom and independence has been 
or shall be unfurled, there will be America’s heart, her benedictions. 
and her prayers. But she goes not abroad in search of monsters tn 
destroy. She is the well~wisher to the freedom and independence of 
81. She is ihe champion and vindicator only of her own. She will 
recommend the general cause by the countenance of her voice, and 
by the benignant sympathy of her example. She well knows tha! 
by once. enlisting under ofber banners than her own. were they 
even the banners of foreign independence, she would involve herseif 
beyond the power of extrication, in all the wars of interest and 
mtrigue, of individual avarice, ency and ambition, which assume the 
colors and usurp the siendards of freedom. The fundamental max- 
ims of her policy would ineensibly change from liberty to force . . . 
She might become the dictatress of the world. She would no longer 
be the ruler of ber own spirit.” 

‘Those words were spoken in Washington, in 182i—on the Fourth

proved. The “anniversary festival." how- 
ever. has become all that Mr. Adams hoped. 
Indeed. the flavor of the Fourth was seb as 
early as 1183. when 2a Boston tuwn meeting 
ealled for “the Delivery of a Public Oration” 
en “the feelings, manners and principies 
which ied to this great National Event as 
well as the important and happy effects . . . 
which already have and will forever con- 
tinue to flow from this Auspicious Epoch.” 

As befits the Bicentennial, this weekend's 
panoply of public events was larger. louder 
and more lavish than usual. It included, 
however, the traditional blend of eloquence 
end clichés, solemnity and birthday-party 
gle¢—salted, as always, with some grambling 
from those who think that unabashed na- 
tional pride and optimism are tiresome or 
inappropriate. 

The weekend 15 traditional teo im that, 
for all its emphasis on national principies 
and faith. it is preeminently a home-town 
affair.

That diversity and continental breadth 
are not just features of the Foorth; they are 
hallmarks of the whole Bicentennial The 


observance of America's 300th. scinlersary 


has turried out to be less spectacular, more. 


spontaneous arid in many ways more inter- 
esting than anticipated when planning 
began. Neither the most ambitious designs 
nor the most common apprehensions have 
been realized. Theré 18 no great national 
exposition, There has been no massive, 
federally-funded crash program for civic 
improvements or social betterment. Nox has 
the Bicentennial been merely a crass com- 
mercial binge or an exctusive, partisan 
display. 

Instead, if has become a time for explo- 
ration and rediscovery: 8. season for look~ 
ing more closely at the land, for searching 
out cultural roots, for learning more about 
the human dimensions of national history. 
The triumph of the Bicentennial is that it 
has not been confined to the original 13 
colonies or the great national institutions 
of learning and the arts. Instead. it is 
being shared by communities everywhere 
Indign tribes in Montana, Estonians in Bal- 
timore, Eskimos in Alaska, blacks in Ar- 
kansas. Moreover, the emphasis has been 
not on the heroic exploits of 3 few, but on 
the works and worth of the ordinary people 
who have been the real custodians cf Liberty. 

The Bicentennial has acquired this cheer~ 
ful, inclusive tone in part because the fed- 
eral coordinating effort encouraged state 
and local initiatives without impressing any 
single theme. In larger part, this year has 
been primarily a cultural festival because 
the real political Bicentennial, the test ‘of 
national maturity and the reaffirmation of 
basic principles, occurred earlier in the with- 
drawal Ghowever ragged and protacted) from 
Vietnam and in the disposition chowever 
tortuous) of the constitutional crisis called

This weekend, countless orators noted that 
America at the Bicentennial is once again a 
nation in transition, sobered by new aware- 
ness of the limits of abundance, conterned 
about its future role in the world, uncertain 
of tts social health and political vitality. 
These, too, are recurrent strains; Americans 
have always been unsettled and unsatisfied. 
Yet that very restlessness is worth celebrat- 
Ing, too, because tt reflects the aspirations 
and the sense of possibility that have sus- 
tained the great républican experiment since 
the revolution was proclaimed 200 years ago.

The ideals of freedom and equality, of 
Hoerty and fusticé—tind indeed of the “pur- 
suit of happiness,” suggesting the valid 
espiration of all men and women to reach 
ut for a better life—were the edncéptual 
foundation stones for a democratic Révolu- 
tion that has stood the test ef two centuriés 
but ts not yet concluded and never should be.

tions of men and nations to each othér ‘hor 
the organization of soviety itself; and no one 
sriew or tmderstodd that bettér than’ the 
brilliant collection of phitosophers and activ- 
ists with whom this country wis blessed 
z00 rears ago. 

A few years after the declaration, Hut 
while the war was stil proceeding, the Con- 
tinental Congress adopted as a riottd on the 
Great Seal of the United States the Virgilian 
phrase Novus Ordo Seclorum. freely trans- 
fatable as “A New Age Beginning.” This 
was. as the historian Page Suilth points out, 
hat “the American Revolution and its con- 
zommation. the federal Constitution, was to 
accomplish ... a new age... 2 new dis- 
pensation for the human race, a new hope 
for humanity.” 

This new nation. this new hope, almost 
foundered at the outset, riven and tossed by 
the tarbuient backwash of the Napoleonic 
wars: for the next [ew decades its buoyant 
self-confidence was orershadowed by the 
ominous ciouds of civil strife: after the 


blood-letting came the wild and exuberant. 


age of expansion, exploitation and corrup- 
tlon: and on into this century of intense 
mdustrialization. worldwide commitments 
and conflicts, it reached wundreamed-of 
affluence and the ultimate arrogatce of 
power. 

Yet throuzh it ali, even in the worst 
moments, the ideals and prirciplés that 
guided those 18th-century statesmen of the 
Revolution were never obliterated from the 


American psyehe; théy ΧΕΙ ΔΙ ἈΡΩ͂ κὶ few hope, 
indestructible, ipdcenttabls — and ενόϊα- 
tionary. ὦ - 


And n0w as we enter our third ‘century of 


national existence after a particularly trau- 
matic and unhappy decade, to do πὸ more 
than look back in pride on the revolutionary 
past it to deny that past. While the miin- 
εἴδεα of human freedom and respotisibility 
remala ifamutable, the forms in which they 
are exercised must be constantly susceptible 
of change to meet the new conditions and 
new situations of ἃ néw world.

Americans must pay particular heed not to 
thé past buf to the future. This is the year 
in which wé Americans hate the privilegé— 
shared by relatively few nationd in ali the

Still thé world's most powerful nation but 
no longer the world's arbitér, the United 
States ts entering ἃ riew and différeit age 
trom afl thet have gone before. The social, 
economic, racial and political problems— 
involving a possible restructuring of large 
segments of govermment and of soctety—will 
demand a kind of innovative thinking and 
unfettered creativity reminiscent of our 
revolutionary forebears. The words of the 
Declaration, ever renewed, take on pointed 
Significance when we apply them to the 
realltiés ‘of the present age, to the gaping 
holes and strident deficiencies uf our society, 
to the injustices and inequities that still 
exist and in some cases are even intensify- 
ing. to the erosion and the corrosion of 
public and private standards of morality. 

What America of 1976 requires of fts lead~ 
ership most of all ig what the American 
jeadership of i776 bad im abundance:

revolution than we Americans
